As you will see, I believe JEK was first 
snot prior to frame 171 of Zapruder film - and since frame 151 
and frame 165 are the only prior frames to frame 171 which 
appear in the 26 volumes I cannot determine the exact frame at 
wnich JEK was first shot. On examination of the whole of the 
film I believe it may be possible to locate that exact frame - 
I have an idea of the region of the frame, as you will see.
